The kingdoms of this world riſe and fall ; many 
great monarchies, who have deſolated and oppreſſed 
rather than governed the earth, have been deitroyed 
and broken to pieces, and become as though they 
had never been. But the kingdom of the Meſſiah 
is not like them, it is a kingdom of God: when 
once it is eſtabliſhed, it will not be governed by 
worldly policy, but the eternal laws of juſtice ; nor

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the power of God; and the event will be accord- 
ingly, that it will never be deſtroyed by any out- 
ward power, but continue to the end of the world. 


I have here laid together what the prophets ſay 
of the Meſſiah's future kingdom, of which how- 


ever, as it is not yet come, we ſhould ſpeak with 
caution, The general fact, That toward the end of 
the world the Meſſiah ſhall rule ; that all the twelve 
tribes of Iſrael in their own land will be ſubject to 


him ; that all the other kingdoms of the world will 


_ alſo obey his laws; that it is a kingdom of righte- 


ouſneſs, both in the juſtice and mercy of the ruler, 
and the virtue, peace, and willing obedience, of the 
governed; that it is a time of happineſs, and that 


it will laſt to the end of the world; ſeems to be 
plainly foretold by the prophets. But as to the 
particular circumſtances of that kingdom, I would 
not be too poſitive about them. Many of the de- 
ſeriptions of it in the prophets ſeem to be highly 


figurative; and perhaps we cannot always know 
certainly which are ſo, and which are literal. The 
worldly proſperity and grandeur, the exaltation of 


Iſrael, and their ſuperiority to other nations, 1s 
chiefly enlarged on in the Old Teſtament, in compli- 
ance with the Jewiſh . defires, and conformity to 
their law, wherein preſent proſperity is propoſed as 
their reward: on this the New Teſtament lays little 


ſtreſs, as appears by the extracts being much larger 


from the prophets than from the apoſtles. The 
New Teſtament chiefly enlarges on the power being 


in the Meſſiah, and his communicating a part of it 


to his diſciples; and we find added, that he is to 
reign over the houſe of Jacob, the twelve tribes af 
Iſrael, that the kingdoms of this world before the

As he was to be Mediator between 
God and man, he who was at firſt in heaven, laid 
aſide his glory there, humbled himſelf, took fleſh, 
was born as a man, and dwelt and converſed as ſuch 
among us.

But before he came he ſent one to teſtify before- 


Band and prepare men for his coming; and as there 
are two comings of the Meſſiah, ſo there ſeem to 


be two meſſengers to prepare the way for him. It 
was John the Baptiſt who came the firſt time as his 
forerunner, and had. therefore a nobler office than 
the prophets before him; he declared he was nor 
the Meſſiah, but one ſent before to prepare men for 


receiving him, who was far his ſuperior in time, 


dignity, and power. This he did at firſt in general, 
not knowing the perſon, but when it was afterward 
revealed to him, he openly teſtified that Jeſus was 
he. That he was ſo was further confirmed by the 
viſible deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt upon him, as the 
prophets had ſaid; by ſeveral voices from heaven 


bearing witneſs to him; by his fulfilling the old 
prophecies concerning the Meſſiah; and by the gift 


of the Holy Ghoſt to his diſciples, enlightening, 
guiding, and aſſiſting them to underſtand and preach 
the Goſpel, to confirm it with miracles and prophe- 
cy, and to have a viſdom in perſecution none 


could withſtand, and a patience to endure it none 


could overcome. 


The Jews gloried that God had revealed himſelf 


to Iſrael alone, yet their own prophets ſay that 


God would hereafter make a new covenant in the 


Meſſiah, different from, and better, more effectual 
and laſting than the former. The apoſtles, eſpeei- 


ally the epiſtle to the Hebrews, which treats parti-

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eularly of the excellency of this new covenant; de 
that this was fulfilled. in Chriſt. He is that puri-

From the prophecies of the old Teſtament, the 
Jets bad a firong expectation of the Maſiab's coming, 
and more AH, enen looked for him about the 
time when Jeſus was born, and probably it was this 
hope that Theudas, Judas of Galilee, and others, 
endeavoured to take advantage of for raiſing them- 


ſelves, Many of the Genitiles had alſo the fame er- 


peltation, probably from converſing with the Jews, 


and from the Greek tranſlation of the bible. The 


Jews had ſome true and ſome falſe notions of the 


Mleſſiah; that he was to be of the feed and town 
of David, that the manner of his birth, as well as 


j 


his words and actions, would be extraordinary, but 


they knew not that he would be more than a man; 
they overlooked the prophecies which ſpeak of the 


ſufferings of the Mefliah, and regarding thoſe only 
Which mention his glorious kingdom, expected him 
as a great temporal prince, and that the Jewiſh ſtate 


and law would continue to the end of the world. 


Therefore, as Iſaiah foretold, the greater part of the 


Jews would not believe in Jeſus when he came, 


though the time will come when: they alſo ball be 
converted. The ſtumbling ſtone which prevented 


their receiving Jeſus, was that they found him not 


ſuch a Meſſiah as they expected: he came afflicted, 


and not triumphant ; they expected their law, which 
they knew was from God, would continue, he came 


to ſet it aſide for a more perfect one; they hoped 


to be exalted above other nations, but Jeſus came

be equalled with them. The Meſſiah Foul there- 33 
fore be rejected by the worldly wiſe of both Jews 

and Gentiles, the one not finding the ſigns of the 
worldly grandeur they ' hoped for, nor the other 


the deep ſubtilties of maden wiſdom they pretended a 
to. 


The Meſfab was 10 be a Prophet, to declare God's 34 
will to his people; and the greatneſs of his works, . 
and the excellency of his doctrine convinced many 
that he was one, and ſome great one too: the 
buſineſs of a Prophet is to teach, and that was the 2g 
conſtant employment of .Jeſus. He was alſo & 36 
Prieſt, but of a different and more excellent order 
than the Jewiſh; and ſtrictly ſpeaking the only 
Prieſt in the Chriſtian church, the miniſters of the 
Goſpel being properly ſucceſſors of the prophets, 
the teachers of the people. As a Prieſt, "he Meſ- 37 
ſiah was to pray for the people, and reconcile man- " 
kind to God; to be the great Saviour of the 38 9 
world, in whom all were to believe, and by whom | f

The Meſſiah came to —__ a new ths better e co- 


venant, and to reveal God's will more fully to men, 
and was therefore called the deſire and delight of 
the world. He was the Propbet like Moſes, but 


greater; a Law-giver as he was, yet above him as a 
Son is above a ſervant; and his law more perfect 


and better enforced. As the meſſenger of God, he 
was holy and good, wiſe and powerful, meek, mer- 
ciful, gentle, and inſtructive. As the prophets uſed 
to do ſome work above the power of man, to ſnew 
they were ſent by God, ſo did Jeſus work a great 
many; and the Saviour, ſhepherd, and gentle ruler 
of his people, choſe to ſhew ſuch figns as were 
works of mercy. The great gift of the Goſpel is 
that of the Holy Ghoſt, uſeful to all men for aſſiſt- 
ance in the common duties of life, but more neceſ- 
ſary, and given in a more eſpecial manner, to the 
| apoſtles, to enable them to preach the Golpel with 
| ſucceſs. | Example has great influence over men, 
but that of a man is imperfect, the Meſſiah there- 
fore has himſelf left us an pte of obedience to 
his own laws. 8 


As the Meſſiah fulſilled the prophecies of thoſe 


who lived in old time, /o was he alſo a prophet him- 
' elf, and foretold many things; ſome of which came 


to paſs- immediately, others after a leſs or longer 


time afterward, and give affurance that thoſe which 


are concerning things ſtill future will alſo be fulfill- 


end in their proper time. Among others there were 
ſome circumſtances to confirm the faith of his diſ- 
ciples: He knew from the beginning that Judas 
_. would betray him; he warned his diſciples that they 


would forſake kit when he was ſeized ; and that 


Peter, generally the boldeſt of them, was deny 
| Ber three times that very night: He foretold his 


own' ſufferings ſeveral times, | eſpecially when the 


it 
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t might be the leſs ſurprized at them; he mentions 


that they muſt be at Jeruſalem ; that the Jews, eſpe- 


_ Eially the chief prieſts, and the Gentiles alſo, would 


be concerned in them; that he ſhould be mocked 
and reviled, and his death be by crucifixion. He 


gave hints of his riſing again from the beginning 
of his miniſtry, and declared it plainly when he 


ſpoke of his ſufferings z he told his diſciples they 
ſhould ſee him again, which they did, and many went 
to meet him at a particular place he had appointed, 


more than were properly his diſciples; ſome of thoſe 
Probably it was who doubted; and having con- 
vinced and commiſſioned his diſciples, he aſcended - 


up viſibly in their ſight into heaven, where he was 
before. Fry | 
The great gift which Chriſt during his miniſtry 
had promiſed to his followers, and gave to his apoſ- 
tles ſoon after his aſcenſion, was that of the Holy 
Ghoſt, ſo neceſſary to guide and affiſt them in their 
preaching. By this power they were enabled to 
work miracles; they had done ſo at times while 
Jeſus was with them, but more conſtantly afterward, 


and by that means more effectually propagated the 
Goſpel. But though many were convinced by theſe 
miracles, yet the body of the Fews would not believe 
in Jeſus, as Iſaiah had foretold, being prejudiced by, 


their jealouſy againſt the Gentiles, and their falſe 


notions of the Meſſiah's grandeur, The Goſpel, 
however, though ſmall at firſt, continued to increaſe 
as ſeed grows up into a tree, this appears by the 
writings both of Jews and Gentiles z and notwith- 


ſtanding all the oppoſition they made, for the fol- 


lowers of a crucified maſter, were themſelves alſo 


perſecuted, as he forwarned them they would be. 


Peter in particular was repeatedly told that he ſhould . 
be crucified, and ſo he was. Such hery trials are 
too ſtrong for unaſſiſted nature to reſiſt, and did in 
fact overcome many; but by the aid of the on 5 
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the ftcady Chriſtians reſiſted unto blood. The Jews, 
ho from the time of Abraham had been the pecu- 
liar people of God, were no longer ſo after the 


prezching of the. Golpel; ; and Jeſus repeatedly tells 
them, that for their unfruitfulneſs they ſhould be 
caſt off, and the Gentiles taken in; they might 
however be admitted into the church in common 
with, the Gentiles, but as Jews they would be re- 


jected, their city and temple deſtroyed, their country 


deſolated, and their people either killed or diſperſed, 
and ſo they have continued ever ſince. 

Though Jeſus told Pilate, © Now is my kingdom 
not from hence,” yet it was alſo true that he was @ 
king, and that his kingdom in this world, as well as 


in heaven, would be better -eſtabliſhed and better 


obeyed hereafter. Part of his bufineſs as a king, 


| ehe xv. 24. and the laſt part of his worldly kingdom, is to judge

the world; and the ſuddenneſs of his coming for 
that purpoſe is often ſtrongly ſpoken of, to warn 
men to be always prepared for it. The Meſſiah is 


to judge both the quick and the dead; all there- 
fore who ever lived will be raiſed to life again, and 


ſtand. before their judge. The Son of God, who 
is alſo Son of man, is the perſon God has appointed 
to be the judge of men; who with unerring judge- 


ment will ſeparate the righteous from the wicked, 
and diſtribute to every one rewards or puniſhments,

In the laſt three chapters we have been conſider- 
ing the Meſſiah's own prophecies, and now return 
to what other prophets ſay about his ſufferings, a 
thing the Jews had little attended to. They mention 


the humble pomp in which he came up to Jeruſa- 


lem the laſt time, (celebrated by the people becauſe 


John xii. 18. of his raiſing Lazarus); the different parties who 


combined againſt him, his being betrayed and ſold, 
and his refuſing to plead before thoſe who did not 
ſeek the truth; his being mocked, both by Jews 
and Gentiles, by the rulers and prieſts; his patient 


ſuffering, and that to death, which was to be by

crucifixion, and the parting of his' blood ſhewed 


that he was really dead. The giving him gall and 


vinegar, parting his garments. by lot, his being

reckoned with the wicked, but buried with the 
rich, and being put to death without a bone being 
broken, as thoſe crucified with him were ſerved,

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were all mentioned by the prophets. Jeſus knew John xi. 42. 


that God heard him always, and in this confidence 
truſted in him under all his diſtreſſes. knowing that 


he would deliver him in due time, though the chief Mat. 
prieſts vainly imagined "ey had overcome him 42, 63. 


when he was crucified. 

The Prophets further mention that he would 
riſe again from the dead, and that before his body 
had time to corrupt; he aroſe accordingly on the 
third day, his diſciples ſaw him, and were witneſſes 
of it to the people, and Jeſus bids them take no- 


tice that his body was fleſh. and bones as it was be- 
fore, and had on it the wounds given at his cruci- John ax. 27. 
88 | 


fixion. He was the firſt who roſe from the dead 
to die no more, being an example of that everlaſting 


life which he promiſed to his followers ; he who 


came down from heaven, aſcended up thither again, 
in the ſight of his apoſtles, who were to be witneſſes 
of it; and he entered for us, to prepare us a place, 


and was inveſted with power to give gifts to men. 


He was exalted and had great power given him 
over men and angels, and is next to God himſelf; 
and that was chiefly after his ſufferings, as the con- 


ſequence and reward of them, being appointed head 
of the church, when that was eſtabliſned of which 


he was to be ruler. He came to enlighten men, by 
teaching them to know and practiſe what is right, 
and to reconcile man to God againſt whom he had 


ſinned. His death was a ſolemn /acrifice for fin, in 


compliance with the eſtabliſhed cuſtom of expiation 


which had been uſed from the time of Adam;

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| holies, rather than the frequently repeated ſacrifices 
of the law: by that ſacrifice forgiveneſs of paſt 
fins was obtained for all men who repent, it was 

for us and for our fins that he laid down his life; 
and by his death, and not our own imperfect ſer- 


vice, we have falvation : And he redeemed and 


bought us, that we ſhould live holily for the future, 
'- as he allo did: he was that Saviour by whom the 
power of the devil was to be deſtroyed, as had been 
from the. beginning foretold ; and who ſet us an 
example of patiently ſuffering for the truth's ſake, 


if we ſhould be called upon ſo to do. | 

Several of the prophets mention, that the-know- 
ledge of the true God, formerly in Iſrael alone, 
ſhould under the Meſſiah be /pread over the whole 
world; and we find in the New Teſtament that it 
began to be fulfilled, by the quick ſpreading of the 
Goſpel at firſt, and hints that it would be more uni- 
verſal hereafter. The Gentiles, formerly ſo wholly 
given to idolatry, were to worſhip the true God un- 
der the Goſpel ; this will be a means of uniting the 
two parties, formerly invererate againſt each other 
the converted on both ſides are now become one 
people, and the remaining animoſity between the 


and an univerſal worſhip of rhe one only true God, 


with an entire forſaking of idolatry, will hereafter 


take place. | 
The kingdom of the Meſſiah is to be eſtabliſhed in 


the earth, to be univerſal, great, excellent, and laſt- 


ing; and that in this world before the final eſta- 
bliſhment of the kingdom of God in heaven. Its 


extent is over all parts of the earth, over all nations, 


and over all governments; Iſrael and Judah reſtored 


a fecond time after many generations, and the Gen- 
tiles joining with them in worſhipping the true God, 
are the ſubjects of it: It is a kingdom of righteouſ- 

neſs, in that the judge is juſt, merciful, and kind, 
and the people peaceable and righteous; and is 
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converted and unconverted will by degrees wear off?

not fubject to change like the kingdoms of the earth, 


but laſting to the end of the world. The general 
fact ſeems to be expreſs, but it is hard to ſay, how 
far the particular deſcriptions of it are figurative; 
the worldly proſperity of it is chiefly ſpoken of to 
the Jews, its being the kingdom of the Meſſiah, 
and the excellency of it, to the Chriſtians. The 
cloſing ſcene at laſt is calling ail men to an account 


for their works; the Son of God who at firſt created 
man, and afterward came down to redeem them, is 


appointed to be their judge at laſt ; the perſons to 
be judged are all men who ever lived. All things 


whether ſecret or open, that men have either done 
or intended, will be examined by the ſearcher of 
hearts; and according to their works, the wicked 


will be puniſhed, and the righteous rewarded. 
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
